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EDITORIAL NOTES 


AN ENVELOPE FROM THE NEWARK PUBLIC LIBRARY was received re- 
cently filled with lists used in their work with children. These are 
excellent examples of the understanding and knowledge that are 
fundamental in the preparation of successful lists. They are well 
printed on light tinted papers, and made attractive with cuts from 
books, often from the titles included. Of especial interest are the 
small leaflets issued monthly by various schools as Library News or 
Library Notes. They represent the work of the children’s depart- 
ment of a nearby branch library and are printed by the printing de- 
partment of that special school. Besides a short pertinent list of 
books, each leaflet includes other interesting items—a poem, a pro- 
vocative museum note calling attention to a definite exhibit, or an 
especially enticing excerpt from some book. Such a cooperative 
scheme affords a children’s librarian unusual opportunities to sug- 
gest, guide, and follow through in this matter of book selection for 
large groups. What to read next is a series issued in six parts, each 
one listing forty or more titles that “will be a good introduction to 
the adult department of the library. They are such as young people 
will enjoy reading next and all people will enjoy reading now.” 
While nothing takes the place of actual personal assistance, with 
such lists as these large numbers of children can be interested in 
books and reading and informed concerning their use. 


SINCE “THE FIRST NEED OF A STUDENT ENGAGED IN RESEARCH ... iS 
to ascertain what the literature of his subject is, and how he can 
have access to it,” the Association of Special Libraries and Informa- 
tion Bureaux of London, with the financial assistance of the Car- 
negie United Kingdom Trustees, has published jointly with the Ox- 
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ford University Press, The Aslib directory, a guide to sources of 
specialized information in Great Britain and Ireland. It is edited by 
G. F. Barwick, late keeper of printed books, British Museum. The 
design is “to indicate not the existence of particular books, but the 
localities where collections of books and material are to be found.” 
The Directory constitutes a valuable guide for research scholars of 
the world, and all the agencies forwarding its publication are to be 
congratulated on its successful completion. 


A FINE THIRTY-PAGE LIST OF PLAYS prepared by a committee of five 
of the staff of the Toronto Public Library is now available from that 
library in pamphlet form for twenty-five cents. Presentable plays, 
while issued with Canadian libraries particularly in mind, is a list of 
wide range, including every type of play—easy, popular ones; a few 
junior plays; some mock trials and pantomimes; and a few Little 
Theatre dramas—mostly plays “that the average amateur or high 
school club can present to the average audience.” The list appeared 
first in the August number of the Ontario Library Review. 


THAT MONUMENTAL AND INVALUABLE PUBLICATION, The United 
States catalog: Books in print January 1, 1928, has arrived. A read- 
ing of the preface gives some idea of the comprehensiveness of the 
scheme and of the difficulties encountered, but only an idea. The 
vision, care, patience, and hard work that have gone into its making 
can only be glimpsed. Here are not only actual American publica- 
tions, but the importations of American firms and lists of Canadian 
publishers and universities ; the publications of American universities 
and societies and of many business firms; and many lists of state 
documents, so difficult to obtain. A new feature is the addition of 
the Dewey number and subject headings for each book which has 
appeared in the Book Review Digest since 1915. This will be a great 
aid to smaller libraries in cataloging. To Miss Mary Burnham, 
editor-in-chief, Miss Carol Hurd, managing editor, Mr. H. W. Wil- 
son, and the collaborating staff are due the congratulations and the 
thanks of everyone whose life is devoted to publishing and dissem- 
inating books.

FROM SOME NEW BOOKS 


THE EARTH BECOMES MORE CROWDED, and our dependence upon our neigh- 
bors becomes more intimate. In these circumstances life cannot remain toler- 
able unless we learn to let each other alone in all matters that are not of 
immediate and obvious concern to the community. We must learn to respect 
each other’s privacy, and not to impose our moral standards upon each other. 

The Puritan imagines that his moral standard is the moral standard; he does 
not realize that other ages and other countries, and even other groups in his 
own country, have moral standards different from his, to which they have as 
good a right as he has to his. Unfortunately, the love of power which is the 
natural outcome of Puritan self-denial makes the Puritan more executive than 
other people, and makes it difficult for others to resist him. Let us hope that a 
broader education and a wider knowledge of mankind may gradually weaken 
the ardor of our too virtuous masters.
